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1 . SUMMARY: EMBOFF DISCUSSED U.S. RELATIONSHIP WITH ILO 
WITH IEAN SCHLICH, DIRECTOR, INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC AFFAIRS, 

MFA, AND WITH ROMAIN SCHINTGEN, COUSLOR, MINISTRY OF LABOR, 
DRAWING ON TALKING POINTS CONTAINED REFTEL A. BOTH WERE 
SYMPATHETIC TO U.S. POLICY BUT NOT OPTIMISTIC ABOUT LIKELI- 
HOOD OF SUFFINCIENTLY POSITIVE EVOLUTION TO ENABLE U.S. RETURN 
TO ORGANIZATION. 

2. THE GOL IS REPRESENTED AT THE ANNUAL PLENARY ILO MEETINGS 

BY A LABOR MINISTRY DELEGATION COMPOSED OF LABOR MINISTER BERG 
SECRETARY OF STATE THOSS AND SCHINTGEN. PRIOR TO THE IUNE 
MEETING THESE PRINCIPALS WILL ALSO PARTICIPATE IN THE EC 
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GROUP SESSIONS WITH USUALLY PRECEDE SUCH CONFERENCE. 

OTHERWISE THE GOL IS KEPT INFORMED OF ACTIVITIES IN GENEVA 
BY ITS SECRETARY OF LEGATION, AS NOTED REFTEL B. 

3. ECON OFFICER REVIEWED WITH SCHLEICH OF MFA THE EVO- 
LUTION OF U.S. POLICY TOWARD THE ILO. SCHLEICH EMPHASIZED THAT 
CRITICAL IMPORTANCE OF DEVELOPMENTS UP TO AND DURING THE 
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64TH INTERNATIONAL LABOR CONFERENCE IN JUNE ON ANY U.S. 

DECISION TO RETURN TO THE ILO. HE REITERATED THE GOL'S 
UNDERSTANDING OF U.S. MOTIVATION AND CONTINUING 
SUPPORT FOR EFFORTS TO RETURN THE ILO TO ITS ORGINAL PUR- 
POSES AND PROCEDURES. HE PROMISED TO INFORM THE GOL REPRE- 
SENTATIVE IN GENEVA OF DISCUSSION. 

4. SCHINTGEN IS AN ACTIVE PARTICIPATE IN THE ILO 
ANNUAL MEETINGS AND HAS BEEN INVOLVED IN ALL U.S.-G.O.L. 

DISCUSSIONS OF ILO POLICY, INCLUDING THE SILBERMAN MISSION. 

HE SAID THAT BOTH HE AND HIS MINISTER FULLY SHARE 

THE U.S. VIEW OF THE DEGENERATION OF THE ILO ALTHOUGH HE, 

ALONG WITH OTHER IMEC PARTICIPANTS, 

REGRETS LOSS OF U.S. AS STRONG, ACTIVE FORECE FOR THE GOOD OF THE 
ILO. SCHINTGEN COMMENTED, HOWEVER, THAT THE USG WAS BEING 
GENEROUS IN NOTING PROGRESS TOWARDS REAFFIRMATION OF TRADITIONAL 
PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES OF ILO. BUT HE IS PESSIMISTIC ABOUT 
LIKELIHOOD OF SUFFICIENTLY MEANINGFUL POSITIVE SIGNS TO CAUSE 
U.S. RETURN TO ORGANIZATION. HE WAS INTERESTED IN 
U.S. ASSESSMENT OF KEY ISSUES. VIZ RESTRUCTURING, APPLICATION 
OF CONVENTIONS. COMPLIANCE MACHINERY AND DUE PROCESS. 

5. COMMENT: GOL IS A STRONG SUPPORTER OF ILO AND WAS AMONG 
THE FIRST COUNTRIES TO INCREASE VOLUNTARILY ITS ANNUAL CON- 
TRIBUTION TO THE ORGANIZATION TO EASE THE FINANCIAL CRISIS 
CAUSED BY THE US WITHDRAWAL. ALTHOUGH SAD 
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ABOUT THE WITHDRAWAL OF U.S., WHOM THE GOL CONSIDERED THE STRONGEST 
POSITIVE INFLUENCE AND ALLY WITHIN THE ILO, LUXEMBOURGERS ARE 
REALISTIC AND UDERSTANDING OF THE GOALS BEHIND U.S. ACTION. 

THEY FEAR, HOWEVER, THAT 

WITHOUT THE U.S. AS AN ACTIVE PARTICIPANT THERE IS LITTLE HOPE
